I) INSIGHTS ON THE IMPORTANCE OF SERVING 

The Parables Of The Wedding Banquet And The Servant 

1) Principle: Always be found FAITHFUL IN SERVING GOD__. 

" fie dressed ready for service and keep your lamps burning, like men waiting for their master to return from a 
wedding banquet, so that when he comes and knocks they can immediately open the door for him , it will be 
good for those servants whose master finds them watching when he comes. I tell you the truth, he will dress 
himself to serve, will have them recline at the table and will come and wait on them. It will be good for those 
servants whose master finds them ready, even if he comes in the second or third watch of the night. But 
understand this: If the owner of the house had known at what hour the thief was coming, he would not have 
let his house be broken into. You also must be ready, because the Son of Man will come at an hour when you 
do not expect him. " (Luke 12:35-40, NIV) 


2) Problem: The temptation to _RATIONALIZE NOT SERVING_. 

"Peter asked, "Lord, are you telling this parable to us, or to everyone?" The Lord answered, "Who then is the 
faithful and wise manager, whom the master puts in charge of his servants to give them their food allowance 
at the proper time? It will be good for that servant whom the master finds doing so when he returns . I tell you 
the truth, he will put him in charge of all his possessions . But suppose the servant says to himself, ' My master 
is taking a long time in coming, ' and he then begins to beat the menservants and maidservants and to eat and 
drink and get drunk . The master of that servant will come on a day when he does not expect him and at an 
hour he is not aware of He will cut him to pieces and assign him a place with the unbelievers . "" 

(Luke 12:41-46, NIV) 


3) Point: How will we USE THE LIFE GOD HAS GIVEN US ? 

"From everyone who has been given much, much will be demanded ; and from the one who has been entrusted 
with much, much more will be asked . " (Luke 12:48b, NIV)

How To Develop A Servant's Heart 

1) See serving as an option _TO FREELY SHOW LOVE TO OTHERS_.

2) See people as opportunities TO SERVE GOD HIMSELF . 

"Serve wholeheartedly, as if you were serving the Lord, not men. " 

(Ephesians6:7, NIV) 

3) See God as the object _OF YOUR JOY IN SERVING OTHERS_. 

"The King will reply, 7 tell you the truth, whatever you did for one of the least of these brothers 
of mine, you did for me . '" (Matthew 25:40, NIV)
